six months of , 1954. Ex- 
ports on the upgrade since 
March, registered a peak of 
Kr.774,000,000 in June and 
reached of total = of 
Kr.4,124,000,000 (£284,300,- 
000), as against 
Kr.3,795,000,000 last ‘year. 


Out of the increase of about 
Kr.700,000,000 registered for im- 
ports this year os compared 
with January-June 1954 cppro- 
ximately Kr.200,000,000 refers to 
duels. Imports of base metals 
dlso went up by-about Kr.200,- 
000,000, automobiles by Kr.- 
100,000,000 and ‘other groups of 
goods, including machines, food- 
stuffs and chemicals, by Kr.200,- 
000,000, 

Imports of coal and coke rose 
from 1,960,000 tons to 2,700,000 
dons, of mineral oils, exctuding 
lubricants, from 3,000,000 to 
3,700,000 tons, of commercial 
fron and steel from 328,000 tons

vehicles, Textile. imports have 
remained practically unchanged 
at Kr,689,000,000. 


Forest Products 


Exports showed an overall 
increase of Kr,330,000,000, ap- 
“proximately Kr.200,000,000 of 
which refers to forest: products, 
“This 1s partly attributable — to 
‘higher prices this year. 

Shipments of sawn and planed 
timber rose from 1,396,000 cu. 
metres ‘to 1,734,000 cu, metres

and board from 381,000 tons to 
409,000 tons, while exports of 
chemical pulp declined from 
942,000 tons to 888,000 tons.
